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TAX STRUCTURE 

A commission in Edmonton, serving under the dep- * 
uty minister* of municipal affairs has been re¬ 
ceiving submissions from a number of organizations 
a! 1 concerned with the question of taxation, and the 
necessity of relieving real property from an over¬ 
whelming and increasing burden. 

The Edmonton school board in asserting that the 
existing tax set up leaves real property saddled with 
the main cost of education, urges amongst other 
things, that the business property of the provincial 
government be made subject to taxation. 

The c'.ty of Edmonton suggests a permanent pro¬ 
vincial-municipal- tax commission that could study 
equitable forms of taxation such as a provincial 
sales’ tax. A recommended type of sales tax would 
be smilar to that imposed in Quebec, collected by the 
province and distributed tb municipalities in relief 
of property taxes. 

The Alberta Teachers’ Association, which has 
long recognized the heavy educational burden borne 
by real property, comes forward w th a recommen¬ 
dation that a special one-cent tax on every glass.qf 


beer would be a substantial help in school financing. 
Another suggestion is that an over-all provincial 
m 11 rate for education be based on total requisitions, 
and distributed according to the number of children 
enrolled in classes. 

, Again the Alberta School Trustees’ Association 
has emfihasized its contention that the provincial 
government carry at least half the cost of primary 
and secondary education. 

There have been briefs submitted by municipali¬ 
ties also bearing.on financing, and re-affirming be¬ 
liefs that are generally, held. One argued that road 
grants from the province to municipalities should be 
based to some degree on the revenues taken from 
the municipalities wherever required. Another re¬ 
commendation on the same line was that 25% of 
revenues from gas and motor vehicle tax should be 
returned to municipalities, with the province under¬ 
taking construction of main hghways through towns 
and villages. 

The city of Edmonton maintained that the existing 
tax burden on land was discouraging to home own¬ 
ership, as well as to commercial and industrial ac¬ 
tivity. ; 

This commission which has been engaged in reg¬ 
ional hearings over the province, will soon be in 
position to assemble recommendations which will 
give a fair picture of what the Alberta electors con¬ 
sider to be in general interest in respect to taxation. 
There aie few new recommendations, but it is ap¬ 
parent that all bodies are concerned w th the mount¬ 
ing tax obligations placed on land. The provincial 
government has taxing resources other than real 
property, and may be persuaded by force of public 
opinion to explore these other avenues. Steps may 
also be taken to give a fairer share of gas revenue 
to the municipalities. Such commissions serve at 
least in informing the government of general sen¬ 
timent, and are of value as a guide in future legis- 
lation. ___ '

When Russia sided in with the 
United States on the Palestine 
question, a lot of Americans 
must have had an uneasy feeling 
that they were in the wrong pew. 
And so they were,, and so they 
are. Russia was certain to take 
their side when they proposed 
that 150,000 Jews be admitted 
into Palestine and that also that 
country be partitioned They 
would agree also that Britain re¬ 
main in occupation until the U. 
N. can take over. That would be 
right in the Soviet mitt in which 
a wedge is held in readiness to 
drive into any cleft between the 
two western powers.

CHURCH NOTES 


(From Fergus Record) 

The visitor from Ontario is apt 
tri be struck by the b % are and inhos¬ 
pitable appearance of the average 
farm on the prairies. The houses 
are mostly small and built of 
frame or logs. There ure no flower 
gardens. Nearly every house needs 
paint. They look like temporary 
dwellings rather than homes. Many 


have a few Scrubby trees around 
them but little attempt at decora- 
t on. Barns are small. At this sea¬ 
son of the year, the large fields are_ 
dotted with straw stacks. Beside 
each stack is a small granary 
These granaries appear to be on 
skids, so they can be moved any¬ 
where on the farm. There may be 
three or four stacks and granaries 
in a single large field. Evidently 
the threshing machine is moved 
around from place to place, so the 
siieaves will not have to be hauled 
too far. 

Of course, there are many better 
farm houses and barns, some of 
them quite attractive, and in some 
cases, the best possible use has 
been made of the available trees, 
of which only a few kinds thrive on 
the prairies. But we gained the im¬ 
pression (which may be wrong), 
that most of the people don’t in¬ 
tend to live all their lives on tne 
Prairies. They may have to, but 
that'is not their intention. The> 
want to make as much money as 
quickly as possible and go away 
for the winter,.or retire to Van¬ 
couver, Victoria, California or rr- 


en Ontario. In other words, these 
are not homes but wheat factories. 

The villages look more perman¬ 
ent, and they are much alike. There 
will be three or four large grain 
elevators beside the railway sta¬ 
tion, a hotel, a school, two or three 
churches and a curling rink, all of 
frame construction. One little town 
Nipawin, Manitoba, startled the 
curling world last year by staging 
u big bonspiel at which the prizes 
lor the winning rink were four new 
cars. This year, Nipawin is doing 
ii again, and raising the total prtz- 
p< to $15,000, an : ncrease of $4,000. 
Each member of the winning rink 
will get a $3,000 automobile. That s 
something The people out this 
way have plenty of enthusiasm. 
They don’t mind tackling big things 
and “putting them across.”

Income Tax Ruling 


Now in Stock! 


The federal income tax division 
has announced a new ruling of in¬ 
terest to grain producers. 

-The essence of the new policy, 
which had been urged on the Do¬ 
minion government by the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture, is that 
grain grown before .1944, but not 
sold until 1944 or 1945 because of 
quota restrictions, may now be 
credited for tax purposes to the 
year in which it was grown. 

This means that if a farmer sold 
1942 grain in 1945, thereby putting 
him in a higher 1945 income tax 
bracket, he can now apply that 
1942 grain to his 1942 income This 
would have the effect of reductng 
lus 1945 tax and increasing his 
1^42 tax. 

If a farmer finds that by so do¬ 
ing he will be financially better, he 
has an opportunity of availing 
himself of this new ruling, but ne 
is not compelled to do so.

Saskatchewan and Ontario. 

Communicable Diseasd 

The report referred to tae fav¬ 
orable quarterly record in respect 
to communicable disease. Then, 
were only 23 reported cases in the 
three months, all being measles or 
whooping cough except for two 
cases of mumps and one of whoop¬ 
ing cough. The Mobile X ray unit 
visited Milo in July taking 280 
plates, -of which 13 showed abnor¬ 
malities. Fourteen high school 
students were X rayed in June and 
four in July, finishing off the high 
school. Tuberculin survey began in 
May In addition 30 contacts were 
X rayed. 

Child Welfare 

Fifty-six Child Welfare clinics 
were held during the quarter ana 
734 attended. In July a new clinic 
was opened at Red Deer lake, and 
has been well received, with 41 
having attended the two clinics. 

An investigation was carried out 
in the use of Wetzel Grid card for 
evaluation of growth in school chil¬ 
dren. Some 105 cases were review¬ 
ed and 60 children examined. A re¬ 
port on this was given by the Med¬ 
ical Officer at the recent conven¬ 
tion in Edmonton. 

Miss Margaret Hutchison joined 
the staff on July 10, 1947, with a 
creditable record of experience.

In the report of the work of the 
third quarter of the year presented 
by Dr. Jackson, M.H.0 at the 
board meeting of tlfc Foothills 
Health Division, mention was 
made of the nutritional survey car¬ 
ried on in the district 

Miss Mary MacBeth, senior Re¬ 
search nutritionist of the Dept, of 
National Health, headed the party 
The health district was divided in¬ 
to four areas, Longview and Roy¬ 
alties, High River, Okotoks and 
QueenstownnMilo. During July a 
preliminary survey was made with 
25 families in each area signifying 
their readiness to co-operate. Then 
i'i August, Miss MacBeth and her 
party of several assistants, includ¬ 
ing Miss Norma Hogg, revisited 
each family and got the survey 
under way. A record of diet was 
kept for one week in summer, with 
a similar record for a week in the 
winter. Finally, Dr. Pett and Dr. 
Hanley of Ottawa will examine all 
those participating.

Twelve Laws 
Affect Veterans 


Just Arrived! 


At the last session of Parliament 
twelve laws or amendments were 
passed affecting veterans. Most of 
these were covered in principle by 
Canadian Legion resolutions. 

The following is a list of tne 
twelve items affecting veterans 
I assed in the recent Session: 

1. Amendment to Professional 
and Business Loans Act—Permit-- 
ting loans in cases where veterans 
had already financed an undertak¬ 
ing from their own resources, and 
permitting loans to partnerships. 

2. Amendment to the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Superannuation Act—Permit- 
t : ng war service to count towards 
pension in cases where the civiK 
servant was appointed for the first 
time subsequent to discharge from 
the Armed Forces. 

3. Amendment to Civil Service 
Superannuation Act—Permitting 
retirement at the age of 60. 

_A Amendment to the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Act—Allowing annual in¬ 
creases to temporaries as from Ap- 
pril 1st, 1947. 

5. Amendment to the Civil Ser- 
v ce Act—Granting'the preference 
to members of the Canadian Arm¬ 
ed Forces without pre-war dorni- 
ci’e, who have subsequently become 
naturalized. 

6. Amendment trf the Civil -Ser¬ 
vice Act—Permitting a veteran 
who resigned a permanent position 
to serve in the Armed Forces to 
apply for reinstatement in the 
class of positiomfrom which he re¬ 
s ign ed a nd a t th e sa l a ry h e w a s re- 
ceiving at the time of his resigna¬ 
tion. 

7. Amendments to the National 
Housing Act—Embodying in part 
some I-evion proposals, namely, 
establishing a 95% loan, amortized 
over a per'od of thirty years; the 
9f*%. however,, applying only on 


The Calgary Power company is 
prepared to supply electrification 
to a large number of farms in the 
are&s directly east of Calgary if a 
sufficient number of farmers sign 
up under the plan 

Thg area will be east of Calgary 
to Carseland and from Keoma 
south to the Bow River. About 
500 farms will be served with elec¬ 
tricity if the negotiations between 
the farmers and the power com¬ 
pany are successful. 

It is the largest single rural 
electrification planned to date. 

Preliminary arrangements were 
made at a meeting of district far¬ 
mers held at Dalemead Saturday 
n ght. Don J. McKinnon of Carse¬ 
land acted as chairman and after 
officials of the power company had 
explained the project in detail, a 
provisional committee of farmers 
was. set up to complete the ar¬ 
rangements.

Wild Ducks 
Diminishing 


Britain’s Debt 
Overwhelming 


Britain’s war effort cost over 
100 billion dollars. Prior to the 
war she was a creditor nation. 


There were 225 million wild 
uucks in North America in 1944 
but two years later the estimated 
number was only 56 million. Wea¬ 
ther conditions during the nesting 
season, and lack of feeding oppor¬ 
tunities during fall migration was 
chiefly responsible. 

Under natural conditions, ducks 
migrate at night for some 200 
miles and feed and rest during the 
day. In thickly settled districts in 
Western Canada there remain few 
if any, natural feeding sloughs, 
while during the shooting season, 
hunters in relays keep the ducks 
on the wing without sufficient food 
available or unmolested time to 
eat it. The farmer With his shot¬ 
gun assists during the day and 
takes over at night to protect his 
crops. So that when night comes 
end the ducks would naturally con¬ 
tinue their migration they devote 
their effort to obtain food instead, 
hungry ducks will not migrate. 

In addition to the legal bag lim- _ 

it picked up there will always be the most important food market in 
wounded or lightly shot ducks fal¬ 
ling at a distance, also the de¬ 
struction by shooting into flocks by 
farmers.' Again the prolonged ano 
difficult efforts of ducks to find 
food caused many of them to lose 
their migrating urge and remain 
so long that a large proportion of 
them are caught by'winter and die 
of exposure and starvation. 

Wild life in Canada is maintain¬ 
ed “at no expense to the govern¬ 
ment” or to the sportsmen, but a: 
a heavy and unrecoverable loss to 
tho ranchers and farmers. This 
condition has existed for years 
with no serious attempt to remedy 
it. Possibly the annual Domin¬ 
ion-Provincial meetings of tne 
game officials resemble the defini¬ 
tion of a convention. A meeting 
where individually • the delegates 
can do nothin; and collectively de¬ 
cide that nothing can be done.—
